Thomas  Betton,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  expressed,  should  and 
lawfully  might  use,  exercise,  and  vend  our  new  Invention  of  “  Ax  Oyl  ex-

coal  in  coal  mines,  which  said  black  pitchy  flinty  roch  or  rock  is  to  be  first  5 
pounded  with  hammers  into  powder,  and  then  put  into  a  furnace,  covered 
down  close  with  an  head  to  it,  and  worked  with  fire,  which  will  extract  the 
said  oyl  from  it.
